(Court day.) 
There is but little opinion about his con­ 
demnation. 
Public excitement is at its height. 
He ap­ 
pears to be in good health. 
His passage has been 
speedy from Detroit, Michigan. 
He has escaped now 
for about six mouths ; it is true that a murderer cannot 
escape, eventually.

Closing A rg u m en ts, in the case o f the M urder o f 
Capt. Crosby.— Agreeably to tho intimation given out 
on Tuesday, the counsel for Joseph and Otis did not 
introduce any wituesses in their behalf, and lYilliam 
B rig h a m , Esq. proceeded at once in his closing argu­ 
ment for the defence, upon the testimony of the Gov- 
: eminent. 
After the usual preliminary remark* respect­ 
ing the importance of the issue before the jury, the for­ 
lorn condition of the prisoners, who are foreigners and 
strangers, he entered upon an examination of the evi­ 
dence against them , by stating, that there never came a 
case into Court, in which the testimony manifested so 
many signs of consultation and concert, which arose 
from the fact that the witnesses hud been together ten 
days before their arrival, and had also been confined 
together in one room in the jail ever since, 
lie was 
certain, that at the lime of the murder Peterson could 
not have known that the captain was asleep, as testified 
by him. 
“ .My supposition is,” said Mr Brigham, “ tluit 
the cook, whose slovenly habits have been testified to, 
undertook to trim the lamps, but not doing it as he 
ought to do, the Captain, no doubt, attacked him ; and 
the uncontrollable passion of the African was aroused 
thereby, and in a moment of phrenzy and malice, he 
caught up tho dirk from his own berth, and plunged it 
into the captain. 
T he attack on the mate strengthens 
this theory ;—the mute hears the cry of murder—the 
cook knows that the mate will fly to the assistance of 
the captain, aud therefore, for his own safety, was 
compelled to attack him. 
T he cook was partially in­ 
sane from the cifects of anger— was iu a state of mon­ 
omania at the moment, and not aware of what he was 
doing in the heat of passion ; that no man in his senses 
would have been guilty of such a crime ; and the jury 
must be perfectly clear, that he was in a perfectly sane 
state of mind at the tim e.” 


Upon the point of Joseph’s confessions that he killed 
the Captain, Mr Brigham, to shew that they ought not 
to operate against him, cited the case of the two 
Bournes, in Vermont, who, to avoid the trouble and anx­ 
iety of a trial, pleaded guilty to an indictment for the 
murder of a man, who was ascertained to be alive be­ 
tween the day of sentence and the period arraigned for 
their execution ; also a case in 1st H awk, where one 
of two prisoners, charged with murder, upon promise of 
pardon, confessed the murder, though the supposed de­ 
ceased was living ; also, in 2 d of State Trials, where a 
party, confessed himself and brother to he guilty of a 
murder, and were executed, though they wore both in­ 
nocent. 
His last citation was from 3d Lord Hale, 
where an uncle was executed for the supposed murder 
of his neice, for the purpose of obtaining procession of 
her property ; the neice was heard to exclaim “ uncle 
do not kill m e,” after which she was missing, and her 
uncle procured another girl to personify iiis neice in the 
settlement of an estate. 
This singular deception was 
regarded as a confession, and, in connexion with the 
remarkable exclamation of the neice, produced his con­ 
viction ; hut many years afterwards she returned home 
to England, where she learnt for the first time, her 
uncle’s ignominious death 
The cook had strong mo­ 
tives to make the confession ; he was in chains on the 
deck, at the mercy 
of a hostile crew ; he knew he 
might be hung up, or thrown overboard at any moment, 
and he was willing to purchase peace at any price, and 
made a confession without being aware of the conse­ 
quences in a Court of Justice. 


Mr B. here rested the defence of Joseph, and went 
into the evidence against Otis, and alleged that he had 
no possible motive to commit the crime. 
T he utter 
u~r ,.i—,— 
their undertaking to go to H a­ 
vana ; the impossibility of entering without being de­ 
tected, and the ditiiculty of disposing of the cargo, must 
havo deterred them from such a scheme. 
YVh&t an 
absurdity, too, to suppose the possibility o f tw o men, 
like the prisoners, undertaking to navigate the brig, 
which requiied a crew of 9 men, to a port 15 day’s sail 
distance ; and when it was necessary to obtain assist­ 
ance, even when there were Jive free men left to man­ 
age the vessel. 


W ith respect to the conversations of the prisoners, in 
Spanish, what is more natural, than that two persons, 
both foreigners, and speaking a foreign language, should 
frequently talk together, and sometimes affect mystery. 
W hat is more common, than for young students to talk 
Latin together when at home among their country friends. 
T he two grinding their knives together was an ordinary 
commoti-place transaction, and no inference against 
Otis cun fairly he drawn from it. 
Again, what was 
Otis’ situation at the time the contest was going on be­ 
tween the cook and the mate? 
Is it possible that a man 
aiding and abetting in a murder, would lie quietly on 
the deck, smoking a cigar? 
lie was probably half 
asleep—slupiiied with his cigar— and suddenly hearing 
the cry of murder, and seeing a horrible tragedy going 
on, he was doubtless taken by surprise ; his first thought 
was to save his own life, by ascending the forerigging. 
Silver also flew to the boat, under the influence of the 
same feeling, and both thought the “ better part of valor 
was discretion.” 
Otis was evidently frightened, but 
when he recovered from his alarm, he assisted in car­ 
rying the mate below. 


Mr B. touched upon Otis’s remarkable expressions af­ 
ter the murder of the captain, by presuming that the wit­ 
nesses who testified to hearing them, were mistaken.— 
He cited a ease in which an English Judge represented 
a witness to say, that a prisoner, indicted for forgery, 
made the following confession—“ la w the signer, draw­ 
er and acceptor of the bill 
but the prisoner corrected 
the judge, aud showed that tho witness testified that he 
said—“ I know the signer, drawer, and acceptor;” and 
this mistake, if permitted to pass uncorrected,would havo 
been fatal to the prisoner. 
T he expressions, too, if cor­ 
rectly given, only proved that he meant to banter the 
crew, who were much cast down by the death of the 
captain. 
This sprung from a natural feeling to show 
off, and appear braver than his fellows ; and afterwards 
when he was avoided by the crew, and in some degree 
constrained, he might reasonably apprehend danger, 
when another man was to be taken on board, and to 
preserve his liberty naturally threw out the threat to let 
the cook loose. 


A ndrew D u n la p , Esq., District Attorney, followed 
Mr Brigham, who spoke 2 hours. 
Mr D ’s closing was 
one of the most cogent, condensed, and conclusive ar­ 
guments ever addressed to a jury. 
Itjhaving been 


argued by B, B, Thucher, Esq., in & openly 0f i1h. 
dt fence, that the evidence against the cook w as wuojj 
circumstantial, Mr Dunlap replied—-“ Two tw n n jt 
men are seen rushing from the cabin, followed by one 
armed with a bayonet— the victims fleeing befi^re the 
pursuer— one drops down dead, and the other is *hb 
bod. 
This is not circumstantial evidence—it is 
positive testimony. 
T he very dirk is shown to Otig b • 
the cook—the hilt is found by th e captain’s berth, anit 
the blade iu his body, and the sheath is found under 
the cook’s pillow. 
Presenting, perhaps, the strongest 
instance of direct evidence ever exhibited in Court. 


Mr D. argued that Otis was actually present, aide,» 
and abetting, although he took no part in the murder 
“ The knowledge of his presence nerved the heart of 
the murderer. 
T he commission of the murder was de- 
ferred till Otis was relieved from the helm ; they were 
seen in consultation about three hours before the time— 
a *hort before it was his turn to take the helm ;-and if 
the knowledge of his presence emboldened the cook to 
strike the blow, it is equally tho blow of Otis. The 
cook could not have expected to effect his purpose 
alone, and he did confess that he had a confederate * 
and who does the evidence point out as the confeder­ 
ate? 
He must have been one of the ship’s company 
II is argued that the plot was too absurd to have ex­ 
isted ! 
Arc the wicked always wise in their plans» 
Is not every crime irrational. 
T he cook’s declaration 
does not of itself implicate O tis; hut Otis’ own de­ 
claration that they should have taken the brig to Ha­ 
vana, or scuttled hor, throws new light, from a different 
source, coming iu aid of the broader light that a con­ 
federate must have existed before the commission of the 
crime. 


W hen the cook failed in killing the captain and 
mate noiselessly, the plan was subverted ; and he calls 
— not on Silver, or the men in the forecastle—but on 
Otis ior a knife ; and w'hen Peterson courageously grap­ 
ples with the cook, instead of rendering the requisite as­ 
sistance, he skulks up the rigging, till recovering his 
presence of mind, he goes to the place " her the bay­ 
onet is laying, and afterwards to the spot where the axe 
was found the next morning. 


The circumstance of grinding their knives together 
is not of itseli remarkable, but the time was suspicious— 
the rest of the crew were at dinner, and tho confeder­ 
ates were free from observation. 
W hy did they think 
it necessary to observe privacy ? 
Because, gentlemen, 
“ the wicked fleetli when no man pursueth.” 
Then 
the dirk is shown in exultation to Otis the evening pre­ 
vious, and a conversation takes place in Spanish, and 
the murder being committed with the dirk, points un­ 
waveringly and irresistably to the conspiracy. 
Fifteen 
minutes after Otis quits the helm, the blow is struck— 
three hours only after, the prisoners are seen conversing 
in Spanish. 
T he ingenious counsel say that Otis’ de 
durations were ‘ mere banter and boasting.” 
How 
came he to be made so different from the others ?_ 
W hen tho act was done, did he act, or not, like one 
who was art arid part in the transaction? 
Did he offer 
any assistance ? 
\\ ere his laughing and boasting about 
the death ol the captain— that it was nothing— intended 
to dispel the gloom of the crew—to harden tlieir hearts, 
uttering declarations so dreadful, that it is not wonder­ 
ful they are graven on the minds of the witnesses. 
He 
is not the first man, whose rash and desperate speeches 
have followed desperate deeds. 
W hy were he and the 
cook to be sharers in the fruits of the cook’s crime, if 
he was not an associate in it ? 
W hy should he threaten 
to let the cook loose, if he did not still cherish his origin- 
al purpose ? 
\Y hy threaten to do the same the cook 
had done ? 
As men of practical common sense, does 
the evidence induce you to believe that Otis was a con­ 
federate r 
1 hen, painful as is your duty, it is yoar du­ 
ty so to pronounce iu your verdict. 
Much stress is laid 
upon the unreasonableness of believing iu the existence 
of such a p lo t! 
But is every plot, that is undertaken, 
feasible ? 
Is it not often a cause of rejoicing, that the 
plans of the wicked fail ? aud if it was absurd for two 
men attempting it, what shall he thought of one man 
doing it ? 
Did not Merchant and Curtis, convicted be­ 
fore this very court, do the same thing, and succeed in 
seducing a part of the crew ? 


T he plea of insanity is also set up, and rested upon 
the argument, that the act was too atrocious to be the 
work of a sane man. 
Let this doctrine prevail, aud in­ 
stead of having Courts, statutes, and laws to try crimi­ 
nals with, we should use treatises upon monomania, 
for law, have doctors for judges, 
aud apothecaries fur 
jurors. 


Much reliance is ¡»laced on Otis’s lying quietly by the 
scuttle at the forecastle, smoking a cigar ; hut that was 
the very place where he should be— there were persons 
there to be watched. 
Otis, with his shotted sling, conld 
have killed 2 0 men, one by one, as they attempted to 
ascend. 
He completely commanded the pass—th* 
Thermopylae of the scene. 


Otis did not know, when he gave the cook an eva­ 
sive answer about the knife, that the captain was killed 
and the mate disabled. 
Ile saw the cook was master­ 
ed, and his plot overthrown. 
He gave the cook an eva­ 
sive answer, because he was afraid to offend him by a 
direct refusal, lest he should expose his participation in 
the conspiracy. 
lie had screwed his courage for a deed 
of darkness and silence, and he was palsied when he 
saw that the whole plot was probably discovered, 
and the murderer mastered by the courageous Peter­ 
son. 


They argue that it is strange that a g u ilty man should 
make such declarations* as Otis did ! 
But can it be 
believed that an innocent man would ever have made re­ 
marks of the same character. 


Gentlemen of the Jury, if the e\ idence of the con­ 
spiracy be so strong as to leave no reasonable doubt 
on your minds of bis guilt, you must summon up *1* 
your firmness, and declare it. 
Do your duty to your 
God and your country ; for if he he guilty, he has two 
lives to answer for— the captain’s and his unfortunate 
fellow prisoner's. 


T he Jury returned a verdict of guilty against both. 


* The declarations of Otis, referred to throughout these ar­ 
guments, were “ If the cook had got through with them all alt, 
and all hands murdered, the way in which her and the cook 
would wulk the quarter deck would be no mttfi’s burin**»- 
“ Let him beware, for if 1 let the cook loose, and the pair ol 01 
get at it, there will be slashing w ork"—and “ W e should have 
tflkcii the brig to the Havana, or tiie Spanish M:;inc, or scuttled 
her ” The cook said thal^O tis put him up to it," but thi*do- 
claratlou w’us not admitted as evidence against Otis.
